One Modesty 


Forgets Own Courage as He Praises 
Plane and Compass Used in Hop 
Over Atlantic.

PARIS, May 22.—Well, here I am in the hands of the Ameri- 
can ambassador, Mr. Myron T. Herri¢k. From what I have seen of 
it fam sure I am going to like Paris. 

It isn’t part of my plans to fly my plane back to the United 
States, although that doesn’t mean I have finished my flying career. 
If I thotight that was going to be the result of my flight across 
the Atlantic, you may be sure I would never have undertaken it. 
Indeed, I thope that I will be able-to do some flying over here in 


— that is, if souvenir hunters left enough of my 7 last 
night. 


Reception Was His Greatest Danger. 

And incidentally that reception 1 got was the most prt 
part of the whole flight. If wind and storm had handled me as 
vigorously as that reception committee of fifty thousand, I would 
never have reached Paris and would not be eating at 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon breakfast here in Uncle Sam’s embassy. 

There’s one thing I wish to get straight «bout this flight. They 
call me “ Lucky,” but luck isn’t enough. As a matter of fact, I had 
what I regarded and still regard as the best existing! plane to make 
the flight from New York to Paris. I had what I regard as the 
best engine, and I was equipped witlr what were, in the circumstances, 
the best possible instruments for making the effort. I hope I made 
good use of what I had. That I landed with considerable gasoline 
left means that I had recalled that so many flights had failed be- 


cause 0 lack of fuel and that was one mistake I tried to avoid. 


All in all, I couldn’t complain of the weather. It wasn’t what 
was predicted. It was worse in some places and better in others. 
In fact, it was so bad once that for a moment there came over me 
the temptation to turn back, but then I figured it was probably just 
as bad behind me as in front of me, so I kept on towards Paris. 


Meets Bad Weather Over Ocean. 
As you know, we—that’s my ship and ager off rather sud- 
denly. ‘We had a report somewhere around 4 o’clock in the afternoon 


‘that the weather would be fine, so we thought we would try it. . 


We had béen told we might expect good weather mostly if not 
the whole of the way. But we struck fog and rain over the coast 


‘not far from the start. Actually, it was comparatively easy to get 


to Newfoundland, but real bad weather began just about dark after 
leaving Newfoundland and continued until about four hours after 
daybreak. We had not expected that at all and it aes of took us 
by surprise, morally and physically. Tes 

Tells of Battle with Sleet Storms. : 

That was when I began to think about turning back. 

Then sleet began and, as all aviators know, in a sleet storm one 
may be forced down in a very few minutes. It got worse and worse. 
There, above and below me and on both’ sides, was that driving 
storm. I made several detours trying to get out of it, but in vain. 
I flew as low as ten feet above the water and then mounted to 10,000 
feet. Along towards morning the storm eased - and I came down 
to a comparatively low level. 

I had seen one ship just before leaving ade: of Newfoundland 

I saw the glow of several others through the mist and storm. 

ring the day I saw no ships until near Ireland. — 

I had, as I said, no trouble before I hit this storm. We had 
taken off at 7:52 in the morning. The field was slightly damp and 
soft, so the take off was longer than would have been otherwise. 
I had no trouble getting over the houses and trees. I kept out of 
the way of every obstacle and was careful not to take any chances. 


Throttled Down Motor to T hree-Quarters. 

As as I cleared, the motor was throttled down to pte, 
fourths and kept there during the whole flight except when I tried 
climb over the storm. 

Soon after starting I was out of sight of nad for 300 miles from 
Cape Cod over.the sea to Nova Scotia. My. motor was acting per- 
fectly and was carrying well the load of 451 gallons of gasoline and 
twenty gallons of oil which gave my ship the greatest cruising radius 
of any plane of its type. 

I passed over St. John’s, 
miles to check up. I went right through the narrow pass, going 
down low so that it could be definitely established where I was at 
that hour. That was the last place I saw before taking to the 
open sea. ; 

Used Periscope Very Little. 

I had made preparations in the event of a forced landing, but 
after I started I never thought much about the possibility of any 
such landing. I was ready for it, but saw no use thinking about it

FEARED NONE WOULD 
KNOW HIM IN PARIS 


New York, May 22.—Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt Jr., recuperating in his home 
at Oyster Bay from an iliness of three

LONDON, May 22.—The British royal air force attempt at a nonstop flight 


disaster. The aviators were forced to descend in 
miles from their destination. They were picked up 
but the machine was a total wreck. 
The aviators struck a decidedly unlucky patch, for they had been _ 
approximately 34% hours and had covered about 3,400 miles. 

According to The Tribune correspondent at Bagdad, Flight Lieatonente Cc. 
R. Carr and L. M. 8. Gillman were forced down as a result of a mechanical 
defect at 8:15, Greenwich time, last night, the machine alighting in the Persian 
gulf... The pilots are safe, but the airplane, which was partially wrecked by. 
contact with the waves, was abandoned. The ship which picked up the’ 
aviators will land them at Abbadan, near Basra. 


especially the latter half, was much 
better than I expected. 

Laymen have made a great deal of 
the fact that I sailed without a navi- 
gator and without :.n ordinary stick 
and navigation instruments. But my 
real director was my earth induction 
compass. I also had a magnetic com- 
pass, but it was the inductor compass 
which guided me so faithfully that I 
hit the Irish coast only three miles 
from the theoretic point I might have 
hit had I had a navigator. I replaced 
the navigator'’s weight by the inductor 


compass. This compass behaved so 


admirably that I am entirely ashamed 
to hear any one talk about my luck. 
Maybe I am lucky but all the same 
I knew at every weet where I was 
going. 


Blew Werke. 


The inductor compass is based on 
the principle of relation between the 
earth’s magnetic field and a magnetic 
fleld generated at the compass. When 
& course has been set so that the 
needle registers zero on this compass 
any deviation from any cause would 
force the needle to swing away from 
zero in the direction of error. By fly- 
ing the plane with the needle at an 
equal distance on the other side of 
zero f6r about the same time the er- 
ror had been committed, the ship was 
back on her course again. This induc- 
tor compass was so accurate that I 
really needed no other guide. . 

Fairly early in the afternoon I saw 
a fleet of fishing boats. On some of 
them I could see no one but on one 
I saw some men and flew down, almost 
touching their craft, and yelled at 
them, asking if 1 was on the right 
road to Ireland . They just stared. 
Maybe they didn’t hear me. Maybe 
I didn’t hear them. Or maybe they 
thought I was just a crazy fool. 


Flies Low; Studies Ireland. 
An hour later I saw land. I have 
forgotten just what time it was. It 
must have been just shortly before 
4 o'clock. It was rocky land and all 
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my study told me it was Ireland. And 
it was Ireland. I slowed down and 
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flew low enough to study the land and 


be sure of where I was, and believe me 


it was a beautiful sight. It was the 
most wonderful looking piece of 
natural scenery I ever beheld.’ 

After I made up my mind it was 
Ireland, and the right place for me to 
strike rather than Spain or some 
other country, the rest was child's 
‘play. I had/the course all marked 
out carefully from approximately the 
place where I hit the coast and you 
know it is quite easy to fly over 
strange territory if you have good 
maps and your course is prepared. 


Follows the Seine. 
I flew quite low enough over Ire- 


land to be seen although apparently 


no great attention was paid to me. I 
also flew low over England, mounted 
a little over the channel and then 
ca.ne down close to land when I 
Passed a little west ef Cherbourg. 
From Cherbourg I headed for the 
Seine and followed it up stream. 

I noticed it gets dark much later 
over here than in New York and I 
was much thankful for that. What 
especially pleased me the ease 
with which I followed my course after 
hitting the coast of Ireland and when 
I was about a half hour away from 
Paris I began to see rockets and Very 
lights sent up from the air fleid and 
I knew I was all right. 

I saw an immense vertical eléctric 
sign which 1 made but to be Eiffel 
tower. I circled Paris once and im- 


mediately saw Le Bourget although 
I didn’t know at first what it was. 
And I saw a lot of lights but in the 
dark I couldn’t make out any hangars. 
I sent Morse signals as I flew over 
the field but x no one appears to have 


heard them. The only mistake in all 
my cilculations was that I thought 
Le Bourget was northeast rather than 
east of Paris. 

Fearing for a moment that the field 
T had seen—remember I couldn't see 
the crowd—was some other air field 
than Le Bourget I flew back over 
Paris to the northeast looking for Le 
Bourget. I was slightly confused by 
the fact that whereas in America when 
a ship is to Jand the beacons are put 
out, and the flood lights turned on, 
while at Le Bourget both beacons 
and flood lights.are going. 

I was anxious to land where I was 
being awaited. When I didn't find an- 
other air field I flew back toward the 
first lights I had seen, and, flying low, 
I:saw the lights of numberless auto- 
mobiles. I decided that was the right 
place and I landed. 

I appreciated the reception which 
had been prepared for me and had in- 
‘tended taxiing up to the front’ han- 
gars, but no sooner had my plane 
touched gro than a human sea 
stepped tow it. I saw the danger 
of killing people with my propeller and 
I quickly cut off. 

Hit by One of His Rescuers. 

The reception was the most danger- 
ous part of the trip. Never in my life 
have I seen anything like that human 
sea. It isn't clear to me yet just what 
happened. Before I knew it I had 
been hoisted out of the cockpit, and 
ih one moment was on the shoulders 
|of some men and the next moment on 
the ground. If seemed to be more dan- 
gerous for my plane than for me. 

I saw one man tear away the switch, 
another took something out of the 
cockpit. Then, when they started cut- 
ting pieces of cloth I struggled to get 
back to the plane, but it was impos- 
sible. A brave man with good inten- 
tions tried to clear a way for me with 
a club. Swinging the club back, he 
caught me on the back of the head. 


Tired, But Not Exhausted. 
It is not true tHhA&t I was exhausted. 
I was tired, but I wasn’t exhausted. 
Several French officers asked me to 
come away with them and I went, 
leaving anxious glances at my ship. 
I haven’t yet seen it, but I am afraid 
it sufferec. I would regret that much 
because I want to use it again and I 
must remember that the crowd did 
welcome me. Good Lord—there must 
have been a million of them! Other 
men will fly the Atlantic as I did, but 
I think it safe to guess none of them 
oe any warmer reception than 
got. 
Finally I got here to the ambaasa- 
dor’s house and I have certainly been 
all right since then. 


Wants to Fy About Europe. 
| I don’t know how long I will stay 
in Paris. It looks like a good place. 
I have been asked if I intend to fly/as 
back to New York. I don’t think I 
shall do that. I certainly hope to do 
a little flying over here. Flying is my 
job and because I did this job success- 
fully it doesn’t mean I am through.

An interesting slant on the psy- 
chology of some males, is it not?

I am not moved to sympathy over 
Harry's personal plight. But as it 
affects that tiny victim who had no 
say in the choice of parents, it is 
a heart-rending tragedy unless those 
parents cet together and work out 
some solution for her benefit. In 
Spite of Harry’s contradictory taste in 
women, there is enough good in a 
man stirred to resentment about an 
unsavory influence «ver his child to 
make me feel he could yet build 
something decent out of his marriage 
if he would go at it in the right way. 
Not by dangling his own mistake 
before his wife’s eyes can anything 
constructive be done, but by admit- 
ting that being a parent calls for re- 
sponsibility toward the child, and try- 
ing to persuade the mother of the 
infant to see things in a similar light. 


Hectoring the woman never will do 
it, nor crying aloud for the things 
that might have been. It is going to 


take consummate patience to rectifya 


mistake of Harry's kind, if it can be 
done. Anyway, it is worth the try- 
ing, for that small infant’s sake.
